EXHIBITION TO BE HELD 
IN LONDON"

HE International Exhibition of Chinese 
7 Art, which is to be held in London 
from the latter part of November until 

the middle of March, next year, will be one 
of the most wonderful collections of art 
treasures ever assembled. It will illustrate 
Chinese culture over a period of 35 to 40 
centuries, from the time when China was the 


| most civilised power in the world and Europe 


was scarecly emerging from the Stone Age. 
The exhibits will comprise paca, cali- 
graphy, pottery, porcelain, bronzes, jades, 
scnipture, textiles and lacquer. 

First and foremost .there will be shown 
more than a thousand objects of art from the 
Peking Palace, which have been brought to 
England in H.M.8. Suffolk. 
never been shown in the Western world, 
though, since 1916, when the palaces in the 
Forbidden City were opened to the public 
as museums of Chinese art, thousands of art- 
lovers from all parts of the world have visited 
Peking to see them. The exhibition has the 
patronage of Their Majesties the King and 
@ueen and the Presitient of the Chinese 
Republic, marks the first collaboration of 
Chinese and European scholars and collectors, 
is organised by the President and Council 
of the Roval Academy, and will be held at 
Burlington House. 


PEKING PALACE 


The selection of exhibits from the Pv ing 
Palace was made in a most happy and satis- 
factory way. Five members of the executive 
committee (Sir Percival David, director of 
the exhibition; Mr. George Eumorfo ulos, 
Mr. R. L. Hobson, Professor Pelliot, of Paris, 
and Mr. Oscar Raphael) went out to China 
last February, and there. in the friendliest 
collaboration with the Chinese Organising 
Committee, examined and discussed a vast 
number of paintings, bronzes and rare 
examples of porcelain and other examples of 
Chinese art through the All the 
treasures from the Peking Palace, which since 
1955 have been stored in Shanghai for safety, 


were placed at their dis The committee 
were delighted to find that the treasures from 
the Imperial collection, numbering 21.000 


pieces, were all in excellent condition. . This 
was a most welcome discovery, as owing to 
their hurried removal when Peking was 
threatened reports had spread all over the 
world that they had been damaged in transit. 

Mr. Eumorfopoulos, Mr. Hobson and Mr. 
Raphael returned to England by way of the 
United States, where there are many notable 
collections of Chinese art. and Sir Percival 
David remained in New York for a short time 
to make arrangements for the loans with 
which the United States are supplementing 
the great Chinese contribution. 


OTHER LOANS 


Many other notable loans come from Euro- 


pean countries, including Sweden, Holland, 
Germany and France, and, of course, from 
Great itain, which possesses some of the 


finest collections of Chinese art in the world. 
From one Scottish collector alone come 
pieces of porcelain, on which the total insur- 
ante is . 

The porcelain section of the exhibits from 
the Peking Palace includes 360 exquisite 
pieces belonging to the Sung, Yuan, Ming 
and Ching periods. This is believed to be 
the finest collection of Chinese ceramic ware 
ever brought together in one place. 

Chinese porcelain. reached perfection in the 
Northern Sung dynasty, and 112 exhibits in 
the exhibition belon to that period. Seventy- 
eight pieces of the fling period are included, 
among these the richest colours will be found, 
including the ruby red of the Ming Hsuan Te 
ware. Ming porcelain commands the admira- 
tion. of all connoisseurs. The famous Chi- 
Ch’ing, or “blue of the sky Srv gCo) 
colour will be shown in one piece. 
colour was made sg 4 to Bhparáil BS 
“as blue as the sky, : ear as a mirror, as 
thin as paper, and as resonant as a musical 
stone. of jade.’ It eclipsed in delicacy all 
that preceded it, and became so rare that it 
was Socata as a phantom. 

The ceramic wares of the Ch’ing or 
Manchu dynasty, whose famous Emperors, 
K’ang Hsi, Yung Gheng and Ch’ien Lung 
gave their names to the porcelain manu- 
factured during their reigns, are represented 
by 138 richly decorated pieces. The Emperor 
Ch’ien Lung was not only a great patron of 
the arts, but himself a gifted artist and poet. 
Two of his paintings are included. 


EARLY JADES 


Sixty-six remarkable examples of the 
earliest jades will be shown. Jades are of 
almost every colour, except red and pink. 
Perhaps the most remarkable example from 
the Peking collection is that which consists 
of three seal biccks joined together by jade 
chains, the whole cut out of one piece of 
pure Yellow jade, the rarest colour of all. 
There is only one other piece of yellow jade 
like it known, and that is broken. Jades 
were highly regarded in China, and in time 
became a royal monopoly and very rare. The 
extremely: fine cucting in these small objects 
is almost miracuioús when one realises the 
primitive method employed. Jade, being one 
of the toughest of stones, is very difficult. to 
cut. The delicate and intricate patterns of a+ 
hizhlv conventionalised charactér are executed 
by means of sand and water trickling on a 
revolving tool, which is worked by a treadle. 
On account of the hardness of the stone some 
of the designs took years to carve. 

It is difficult to determine the uses of some 
of these very ancient jades, though many 
were apparently employed for ornaments on 
coats and caps. Some represent the elements. 
The Emperor used to hold a jade plaque in 
his hand when he worshipped Heaven. Other 
jades are conventionalised representations of 
birds, fish or animals. The love of jade is 
deep-rooted in the Chinese. Chinese ectors 
= their treasured possessions hidden away, 

they ‘are only brought out and handled 
~ oll a genuinely appreciative audience is 
present. A Chinese connoisseur may often be 
seen to take a much valued piece of jade from 
the recesses of his clothing. Worn next to 
the skin, jade improves in colour. 

“Oracle bones, which are to have their 
place in the exhibition, are swim Fw — 
interesting discoveries made by 
within recent years. - They are a Z 
China s early past, for they date back to the 
Shang Yin dynasty, between three and four 
thousands years ago, and are inscribed with 
archaic pictographs. From them much lost 
know of the earliest forms of the 
Chinese language has been obtained, though 
many characters have not as vet been identi- 
fied. Divination by oracle bones, which were 
tortoiseshell or sheep's blade bones, was the 
method of deciding future conduct by con- 
sulting one’s illustrious ancestors. 

These oracle bones and the Shang bronzes 
are links with the remotest periods of 
Chinese history. The Shang Yin and Chou 
bronze ‘vessels comprise 95 pieces, some of 
which are over three thousand gs old. The 
bronzes of ancient China were created a 
thousand years before the masterpieces of 
Greece. decoration is highly conven.

As part of her eguipment-improving pohcy, 
the city has lately acquired a fine new doek, 
too; and, apart from floating docks, graving 
dock, etc., ~ quays aimost a mile long on 
both sides of the river, where vessels drawing 
19 feet can come. alongside.

DOWN. THE YEARS 


In .the late tenth century, oh ig 
sailing fifty miles from the Atlantic up the 
Shannon's _ tideway, enennpes upon the 
island (later called King’s Island) that splits 
the river by the rapids of Verreganes. For 
a generation they were the plunderers of all 
the rich plains south and east. They brought 
their loot to sufety on the hump-backed 
island around end upon which the Limerick 
of to-day is built. 

Brian, later to be the victor of Clontarf, 
won an early triumph when he rallied the 
neighbouring Arish clansmen and sacked the 
island: strongheld. His descendant, Muir- 
ceartac, made the island his capital town, 
He, with Bishop Gilpeft, was probably a 
founder of the Limerick Cathedral of St. 
Mary’s 

Another. of Brian's. distinguished .descend- 
ants, Donal Mór, by victories over the native 
chieftains, made himself ‘King of Thomond, 
and held his capital, . Limerick,. until his 
death. His successors, however, came to 
terms with the Anglo-Normans, who in 1195 
bó meá Limerick sa first Provost. 

ing John, in the early years 
twelfth century, visited the Borough of 
Limerick and gave its first extant charter, 
started a mint there, and built Thomond 
Bridge and a castle in the town. 

Edward Bruce in 1316 made the town a 
rallying-place for his allies in Ireland. From 
time to time the town’s fortifications were 
improved, a town hall was built, and in 

a pier was constructed... When the 
country was rent with the wars of the Earls 
of Desmond and _ Reformation troubles 
Limerick was protected by ' King John's 
Castle, by twenty-four towers upon the walls 
of the English part. of the town, by towers 
at the several gates of the Irish part, and 
by the lofty twelve-towered Dromcore Castle,

around which the Irish town centred.” 

In the sixteenth century it was reported 
that most of the Limerick honses were of 
hewn black marble, “built like castles’’; 
that the town walls were of marble, and that 
the walls of “the Irish town” were ten feet 
thick. It was well that Limerick was so 
fortified, however, for her defences had to 
resist three sieges. 

First was the siege of Cromwellian “times, 
when Gaelic chief and Norman. noble, who 
had planned to hold Limerick for the 
national confederacy, resisted the Protector’s 
lieutenant, Ireton, © until . defeated by 
intrigue. Most famous, however, was the 
unsuccessful assault by King William's troops 
of twenty thousand men, fresh from the vic: 
tory of the Boyne. The Duke of. Berwick 
and General Sarsfield, supported by the pick 
of the Irish army, held it against them, 
thanks chiefly to Sarsfield’s magnificent ex- 
ploit at Ballyneety, where he blew up the 
siege train train to the cry of ‘* Sarsfield is 
the wérd and’ Sarsfield is the man.” 

In 1691 the siege was renewed, and, from’ 
the tumult Limerick eventually emerged, to 
be known as “the city of the violated 
Treaty,” historic flight-point of the “wild 
reese. 

The) fighting days of Limerick were for the 
moment ‘over and she progressed further in 
the arts of peace. She never lacked great 
citizens and wise administrators, and a 
hundred years made a revolutionary change, 
In 1696 her Mayor lighted the public streets 
with lamps at his own expense, and in 1717 
quays were constructed. In 1760 trade in the 
area was given a great impetus by the com- 
mencement of Shanaon navigation and by the 
making of new roads. The same vear saw 
the end of Limerick’s, career as a walled 
garrison town, and to-day few traces remain 
of the fortifications, except near St. John’s 
Hospital, where are the walls that were 
breached unsuccessfully by William’s soldiers, 

In 1766 additional quays were. erected on 
the Abbey River (the narrow arm of the 
Shannon at this point), and in 1796 what was 
called ' the new town of Limerick” was 
hegun. This constitutes the central part of 
the Limerick City of to-day,

NEW LIGHT ON EARLY 
CELTIC PERIOD 


——- 


HE second cairn at Aghnaskeagh, near 
Feede, County Louth, which hes close 
to that excavated last year, was scienti- 

fically explored during the month of July. 
The excayation was carried out as part of 
the ramme of archeological excavations 
in the scheme of relief of unemployment 
administered by the Office of Public Works, 
in collaboration, for scientific pu , with 
the National Museum of Ireland, and was 
supervised by Professor E. E. Evans, M.A., 
of A 's University, Belfast, on their 
behalf. fessor Evans was assisted by Mr. 
H. G. Tempest, of Dundalk, and several 
students from Dublin and Belfast. 

The cairn, a ro circular heap of stones 
some eighteen y in diameter, is situated 
at the junction“6f three properties, and was 
surmounted by the stone boundary fences. 
The owners of the lands, Mr. Sloan, Mrs. 
Grey and Mrs. Keenan, kindly gave permis- 
sion for the work and all facilities to the 
excavators. The removal of the bushes, the 
surface layers of stones and rubbish revealed 
three burial chambers and the ruins of 
fourth, well we by surrounding 
boulders, many of t as much as a stro 
man could lift, skilfully locked together an:

flint scrapers (of the end and hollow 
varieties) and potsherds, which, by their 
shapes, texture and decoration, must be 
judged “' Neolithic." The rims and shoulders 
can be closely paralleled from Irish and 
Scottish horned cairn finds, and certain 
features recall both the '' Windmill Hill ” and 
‘* Peterborough '' Neolithic wares of England. 
T convenient labels have little meanin 
when applied in Ireland, where the story o 
our first potters must be told afresh, with the 
aid of just such fragments as have come to 
light at Aghnaskeagh. These are probably the 
earliest recognisable sherds so far found under 
scientific observations in the Free State, They 
come, however, from a monument which is 
typologically rather late in the megalithic 
sequence—a fact which shows’ how little is 
known of our early culturés, and what further 
excavations may be expected to reveal, 


IRON AGE INTRUSION 


The results throw new mm on the Early 
Celtic period in Ireland. As in last year’s 
excavation, traces of primitive iron smelting 
—slag and bloom—were discovered around the 
site, and again the newcomers had buried 
their dead in a grave already many centuries 
old. The upper layers in chamber A con- 
tained a broken vessel which has been re- 
constructed into a bucket-like urn, nine 
inches high, of Halstatt (Early Iron Age) 
style. Alongside it, actually rusted to it, was 
a large piece of iron, which, after it has 
received expert treatment, may prove to be a 
bracelet or a knife, This pot is believed to be 
the oldest and purest indication of Iron A 
intrusion into Ireland as yet discovered. The 
iron users had not entered the grave by the 
original blocked entrance, but had taken 
advan of the collapse of a side slab of 
unus decayed granite. This had broken 
off short above the socket hole, bringing down 
part of the roof, and imprisoning part of the 
older burials under its fallen face. Against 
it the broken fragments of the new urn were 
strewn, and the iron object to do 
service to the spirit of the person. 

fhe workmen who helped in unravelli 
this intricate problem of the past were 
keenly interested in the methods of excava- 
tion, and were quick to notice differences of 
soil, colour and the many minute traces of 
human ne which mean so much to the 
archeologist.

Messrs. W. R. Gregg and J. B. Kincer, 
of the United States Weather Bureau at 
Washington, landed at Plymouth yesterday

which fifty-eight nations will be represented. 
Mr. Gregg told a Press Association reporter 
that the of the conference was to 
establish an interchange of weather reports 
all over the world. “When such data is 
available regularly we may be able to give 
accaurate long-distance weather forecasts,” 
he said. “Just now we give forecasts for 
the following thirty-six hours with a reason- 
able degree of accuracy. If we could fore- 
cast the weather for ó — ahead with the 
same accuracy, it wo a t thing for 
the world generally.” aii 

He said that they were continually ex- 
loring methods for controlling the weather. 
‘We have experimented with many schemes 
for producing rain by artificial means, but 
they have all failed, Im a limited way we 
can control the weather, It is possible, for 
instance, to disperse fog, but only over small 
areas, owing to the great cost. It does seem 
likely, however, that apparatus will be in- 
stalled at all airports, so that fog can be 
dispersed to permit aeroplanes to land.” 

Mr. Kincer said that they were using ex- 
tensively an apparatus to prevent frost from 
ae This had saved millions of pounds, 
“When there is likely to be frost we protect 
the vast fruit-growing areas by spraying 
crude oil into the air, and we have pre- 
vented an enormous amount of damage to 
crops by this means,” he said.

In the Finglas district, he said, there was 
a scheme for expending £200,000 on new 
houses, but practically nothing could be done 
because of inadequate water supply. 

On the motion of Mr. Relhns, it was 
decided to appoint a deputation to bring the 
matter, with strong representations, before 
the Minister for Local Government and Public 
Health. 

Dr. Harbison, Medical Officer of Health 
for the County Dublin, pointed out that he 
had urged in his annual report that samtation 
and the general inconvenience caused by in- 
adequate water supp.y within five miles of 
the centre of the City of Dublin could only 
be satisfactorily met by an. extension of a 
common water supply to city and county. 
He said that the City of Dublin was only 
given its present boundaries five vears ago. 
They might not be the same a few years 
hence, and that point should be considered 
in the city water supply schemes. 


DAIRYING IN THE COUNTY 


The Chief Veterinary Officer’s report for 
July stated that conside?fable headway had 
been made in the reconditioning of dairy 
premises, and several new byres were under 
construction. A number of ice-cream plants 
had recently been installed in connection with 
dairies. Thirty-one persons were engaged in 
dairving .in labourer’s cottages. . Some of 
these premises were in a deplorable’ state. 
In some cases byres were, so situated. that 
disposal of sewage presented a difficult 
problem, while in other cases byres were so 
constructed as to. be. incapable of proper 
cleansing. Premises of contractors under the 
free milk scheme were found satisfactory, 

During the month 122 dairies were visited, 
and 756 cows examined. No case was re- 
ported under the Bovine Tuberculosis Order 
during the month.

EVIDENCE AT INOUEST

A woman's screams in a tifikers’ encamp- 
ment at Ballybarrack, near Dundalk, were 
described to-day at an inquest in the Louth 
Infirmary on the body of Mrs. Kate Flynn

The Macleods have had a remarkable 
history as Scottish chiefs, and, from early 
ages, have been island hings. Their ancestral 
home is Dunvegan Castle, in the Isle of Skye, 
and it was there that Sir Reginald was born. 

In 1877 Sir Reginald married Lady Agnes 
Mary Cecilia Northeote, daughter of the first 
Earl of Iddesleigh. Two daughters. were born 
of the marriage. 

Sir Reginald had an active political career, 
and his commercial interests were extensive. 
He unsuccessfully contested Inverness-shire as 
Conservative candidate in 1885, and again in 
1910. For a short iod from 1889 he held 
the office of Queen's and Lord Treasurer's 
Remembrancer for Scotland. He was Regis- 
trar-General for England and Wales, 1900- 
1902, and’ Under-Secretary for Scotland, 1902- 
1908. In 1905 he was created/a K.U:B. 


COMMERCIAL INTERESTS 
Sir Reginald was chairman of the Anglo- 
Egyptian Oil Company, Ltd., and, in January 
of last vear, when he retired to some extent 
from business, he resigned his seat on the 
Boards of the Railway Share Trust and Agency 
Company, the Railway Debenture and General 
Trast Company, and the Anglo-American 
Debenture Corporation. 

For several years he and his wife lived at 
Vinter’s Park, a beautiful country estate on 
the outskirts of Maidstone, and every dav 
when he had finished business in the city he 
would catch the first available train to that 
town.

Since the disturbances ten days ago in 
Brest, Le Havre and Paris, the course of 
M. Laval’s policy has run smooth. The 
French, apparently, have reconciled them- 
selves to the fact that national expendi- 
ture must be reduced drastically ; and the 
fonctionnaires, who are the principal 
sufferers, seem to be deferring to the 
general will. It is too early, of course, to 
assume that M. Laval will be successful. 
In these islands disapproval of the 
Government is wont to take the form of 
sullen discontent—almost of “' passive 
| resistance.” The French do not sulk, but 
at some unexpected moment their feeling 
blazes into a flame, and a short-lived riot, 
as often as not, ends in the fall of a 
Government. .. Perhaps, the nation’s pre- 
sent placidity is an ilfusion, and the dis- 
orders at Brest and Le Havre may have been 
merely an earnest of far worse disorders 
in the near future. To all appearances, 
however, the Premier is firmly in the 
saddle. During these days he is engrossed

reduction of official salaries, will go far 
to wipe out the monstrous Budget deficit 
—a legacy of many years of careless and 
spendthrift government. Having tried 
thus to bring the situation back to normal.

There is reason, indeed, to believe 
that the abolition of these quotas will do 
little good to foreign manufacturers, and 
hardiy will induce their Governments to 
return the favour; but the step is interest- 
ing, inasmuch as it marks a further set- 
back to the post-War doctrine of high 
protection.

the danger which they are designed to 
meet is truly formidable. Successive 
French Governments, year after year, have 
shrunk from the task of balancing the 


Budget, and to-day the deficit amounts to 
a total of 7,000,000,000 francs. Prices are 
high; taxation is high; and nothing but 
retrenchment on a grand scale can pull 
the country out of its mess. Certainly 
the Premier could remove a burden from 
France's shoulders if he should permit her 
to abandon the gold standard; but the 
national memory of the monstrous distress 
that followed upon inflation ten years ago 
is too keen to allow that course. We do 
not doubt that M. Laval could steer his 
country to prosperity if he had the chance. 
Unhappily, his Administration rests at 
the moment upon a system of decress, and, 
to that extent, is vulnerable. The truth 
of the matter is that, until France pos- 
sesses a really stable Government—a 
Government that can assert its will in the 
Chamber without let or hindrance—no 
positive policy of reconstruction can be 
applied. There are too many parties in 
France, and too many divergent pro- 
grammes. M. Laval’s decrees might not 
have been needed if a Government, suffi- 
ciently strong to last a reasonable term of 
office, had existed at any time during the 
last three years; but Government after 
Government has made tentative efforts to 
check the financial decline, and Govern- 
ment after Government has been forced to 
confess defeat at the hands of the opposing 
groups. It is a tragic commentary on the 
country’s conception of parliamentary 
democracy that a Premier must be granted 
almost dictatorial powers before he can 
achieve anything at all. It will be an 
even more tragic commentary on the 
national intelligence if he is forbidden 
by his people’s hostility to complete the 
task to which he has set his hand.

The organisation 
would not agree—it realised that agree- 
ment would give the State a power over 
its Church which was too wide to be 
desirable or safe—and Herr Kerrl’s dis- 
solution of the Silesian Synod is intended 
as a warning that opposition has been 
carried far enough. So long as the 
Churches are tame they will be tolerated 
in Germany, but Herr Hitler evidently 1s 
determined that the ideal situation would 
be one in which the State would rule in 
doctrine as well as politics, and in which 
nothing should be taught which was not 
an echo of the National-Socialist creed. 
Little has been heard lately of German 
‘‘ paganism ” in its more active forms, but 
it must not be forgotten that this ideal is 
deeply rooted, and that it explains much 
of the Nazi attitude towards religious and 
racial questions. “ To be a nation,”’ said 
Herr Rosenberg on Sunday, “' that is the 
religion of our time.” In other words, 
the teachings of Hitler not only are in- 
tended to apply to problems of politics and 
economics, but are a new philosophy in 
themselves. Blood, race and soil are the 
ingredients of the new belief to which it 
leads—a belief as narrow in its nationalism 
as the Judaism which it persecutes. One

The Highway Code 


It seems that the patience of the British 
Minister of Transport is wearing thin. In 
the past year Mr. Hore-Belisha has done 
a very great deal to make the roads of 
England safe for motorist, cyclist and 
pedestrian alike; but, in spite of beacons, 
special street crossings, traffic lights and 
roundabouts, and other devices for the 
security of the road user, the daily total 
of people killed on the roads shows no 
sign of any real and lasting decrease. 
Accordingly, the Ministry is considering 
seriously the need of heavier penalties for 
people who are guilty of technical road 
offences. It has discovered that the great 
majority of road accidents could have 
been avoided if road users had followed 
the regulations of the Highway Code. 
There are still many thousands of motorists 
who continue to disregard entirely the 
Code's system of hand signals. Pedestrians 
are equally guilty: they are not sufficiently 
careful to observe that nothing is coming 
before they attempt to cross the street, 
and, in general, persist in the belief that 
it is up to the motorist to see that they 
come to no harm. Cyclists are included 
in the charge. In heavy traffic they still 
ride two or three abreast, and the ease 
with which their machines may be handled 
tempts them to take risks in manceuvring 
in crowdéd streets. The Ministry of 
Transport believes that all these different 
classes of road user must be made to 
realise their obligations—if necessary by 
heavy fines, and, at least, by severe 
lectures from local magistrates in cases of 
gross carelessness. Certainly in England 
the appalling toll of the road justifies 
such a course of action, and we believe 
that a similar threat issued by the high- 
way authorities here would have a salutary 
effect. 


DECREE LAWS SUCCESS 
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DEMONSTRATORS FAIL 


From Revrer’s CORRESPONDENT, 
PARIS, Tuesday. 


M. Laval seems to be gradually winning 
the economic battle in France. A mass 
demonstration against his decree laws was 
held in the Buffalo Stadium to-night, but 
owing, perhaps, to elaborate police = 
cautions and the presence of large numbe's 
of mobile guards, everything passed off 
quietly. 

It was noticeable, moreover, that, despite 
a last-minute appeal by the extremists to 
their trade unionist comrades to join in, 
the latter failed to turn up in any 
numbers. 

A similar demonstration, in which ten 
thousand workers took part, was held in 
Marseilles this evening, but no incidents 
are reported, while at Toulon Arsenal, 
only a few miles away, the men to-day 
received for the second time pay envelopes 
containing a smaller sum than usual owing 
to the recent cuts, but refrained from any 
demonstrations,

A SANDYCOVE LIDO 


TO THE EDITOR OF THE IRISH TIMES 

Srr,—I have read your recent article on the 
need of bathing shelters on our sea- 
front. You should see Sandycove Harbour 
on a warm afternoon with a good tide, where 
women and girls are ed to undress 
im view of passers-by. The adjoining ladies’ 
baths cannot produce much revenue, and it 
would be a goodly gesture on the part of the 
Council to open them free of charge to 
women and children—in the interests of 
decency. Men have free bathing in the 
“Forty Foot,” and ‘are not driven to the 
roadside. : 

This part of the borough has been neglected 
greatly both by the Council and other bodies 
in control. wrote to the engineer of the 
Port ani Docks Board, the owners of the 
little boat harbour here, about the filthy con- 
dition of its bed at low tide. The engineer 
promised to have a look at it, but that is 
some weeks ago and nothing has happened. 
No person has a right to keep a rubbish- 
heap in front of first-class villas, on the 

und that there is no money in it. Neither 
as the Dublin Port and Docks Board the 
right to leave the little harbour in its charge 
an eyesore, an injnrer of boats owing to the 
multitude of large stones, a ‘spoiler of the 
amenities of the district and an object of 
wonderment to visitors, on the ground that 
the Board derives no revenue from its owner- 
ship, when a small expenditure and a few 
lorries would clean it up. 

The Board of Works is another. It has 
possession of the walk by the Martello tower, 
and protects the edge bordering the high 
drop to the rocks below by a single chain. 
Some day a Coroner will censure the officials 
—an insufficient punishment. A low concrete 
wall ought to be erected in place of the 
chain, forming seats from which people might 
enjoy the loveliest view around the coast.

fore, precious, and Geneva hopes that the British Cabinet will take 
this fact into account, and decide to call an immediate emergency 
session of the Council for next week. ' With the possibility of war 
being declared any day, the week saved by the adoption of this pro- 
cedure would be of enormous value. 


A Rome message states that, following the return of Baron 
Aloisi from Paris last night, it is understood that Italy will almost 
certainly attend the League meeting on September 4th. 


U.S. PRESS CONDEMNS MUSSOLINI

Until the Council of the League meets, 
and until some Power asks it to act in 


the cause of peace, it can do nothing. 


League machinery’is powerless until some- 
one pulls the lever which sets it in motion 
—and this lever canpot be pulled until 


the Council is convened. 


The best way frum both the practical 
and the legal standpoint in which this 


step could be taken would be for a Power 
having direct and important interests in 
the matter to inform the Conncil that, in 
its opinion, there is a danger of war in 
East Africa. With this statement no one 
on the Council could quarrel, and it would 
be the duty of that body to decide . hat 
should be done to prevent war breaking 
out. 

Steps. which might be taken, according 
to decisions of the League Assembly taken 
seyeral years ayo, include the institution 
of a blockade and the holding of a navab 
demonstration. directed against the State, 
ur States, held to blame for the threat to 
peace. Contrary to what appears to be 
the popular belief in England, these steps 
could legally be taken befére one side or 
the other is declared, the aggressor; for 
their obvious purpose is to prevent an 
aggression being cominitted. 

One immediate step which is expected to 
result from the meeting of the British 
Cabinet is the raising of the embargo on 
the export of arms to Abyssinia by Great 
Britain. There is a feeling that this 
step, or the summoning of the League 
Council, might result in Italy announcing 
that she will have nothing more to do with 
Geneva. So when the Council does meet, 
whether in an emergency session next 


week, or in the regular course on Sep- | 


tember 4th, there may be another empty 
chair at the table alongside that of Ger- 
many. 


PEACE PROSPECTS 
HOPELESS 


PARIS MORE ANXIOUS 
ABOUT GERMANY

After hearing the details of the abortive 
Three-Power Conference from Sir Robert 
Vansittart at Aix les Bains yesterday after- 
noon, Mr. Baldwin left in the evening for 
London, where he is due to-day.

In’ Paris the Italo-Abyssinian Concilia- 
tion Commission—which is now considered 
of little importance—resumed its investiga- 
tion of the Wal Wal incident with the 
assistance of the newly-appointed fifth 
arbitrator, M. Politis, Greek Minister to 
France. | 


AN “INCIDENT” . 
The proceedings opened with an “ in- 
ceident” between the Italian and 


Abyssinian representatives. The latter 
protested against the Commission's terms 
of reference being limited to the question 
of who attacked first at Wal Wal, without 
taking into account whether the scene was 
in Abyssinian or Italian territory. 

The Italians promptly objected that the 
protest was out of order. Thereupon the 
Abyssinian representatives declared that 
in view of the gravity of the situation they 
would co-operate loyally with their Italian 
colleagues, and the incident was ended. - 

The meeting of the British Cabinet ‘on 
Thursday is being awaited in Paris with 
strained interest. It is generally believed 
that one result of this meeting will be the 
raising of the arms embargo against 
Abyssinia.

Newspapers here have received from 
their correspondents in East Africa the 
ominous news that the rainy season is 
nearly over. ‘There are few signs notice- 
able in Italy that any grave developments 
may be at liand. The behaviour of the 
population, its calm, its cheerfulness, 
would lead no one to suppose that the 
shadow of war is hanging over the country. 
The holiday season is in full swing. 

The people have had no occasion yet of 
noticing anything abnormal! in its daily 
life, except, perhaps, the higher price of 
lemons, which are required in _ large 
quantities for the troops m East Africa. 

Preparations for war are not visible. 
Soldiers and Blackshirts leave in ‘small 
batches from this and that place, and 
receive everywhere a warm send off, but 
the mobilisation operations pass almost 
unnoticed, 

Officers and specialist troops are called 
up by the ‘ precetto’’—that is, by per- 
sonal communication which orders them to 
present themselves to their dépéts within 
two or three days. 

In the factories it is no secret—Signor 
Mussolini himself has said so—that work 
is proceeding night and day in shifts, but 


material there are few visible signs. Only 
in the ports of Genoa, Spezzia and of 
Southern Italy do the movements of ships 
and the loading of all sorts ot material give 
the impression of great preparations.

RESCUE EFFORT

ESPERATE efforts were being made 

to-night to rescue fourteen workmen, 
entombed when part of a new underground 
railway tunnel! collapsed near the Branden- 
burg Gate. At least 100 soldiers and 
police were maintaining an armed cordon 
around the great. pit in the roadway, in 
which firemen and companies of sappérs 
had worked since midday to reach the im- 
prisoned workmen. 

The official casualties were given as: 
Still missing, 14; recovered (seriously 
hurt), 2; recovered (slightly hurt), 2, It 
is possible, however, that the figures may 
be higher. 

The accident happened just outside the 
Brandenburg Gate, one of the famous 
sights of Berlin, and within a few hundred 
yards of the great hotels which are the 
favourite resorts of British tourists. As 
usual, great precautions were taken to 
keep the accident from any but official in- 
spection. By this afternoon even 
journalists with official police cards were 
excluded. 


TRAMCAR’'S ESCAPE 


Reuter’s Correspondent reached the top 
of the pit in the roadway about half-an- 
hour a the accident happened, and in- 
quiries made then, ther with the 
official statement issued this afternoon, 
enabled the following consecutive account 
to be pieced together :— 

It was 12.15, and workmen on the under- 
ground had just returned to work after 
their midday break. According to one 
witness a tramcar went by just before the 
crash. There was a dull roar, and steel 
girders, wooden props and sand collapsed, 
and a hole 60 feet deep appeared. The tram 
driver accelerated and just got his tram 
clear before the lines collapsed in a twisted 
mass behind him. Another tram following 
behind braked suddenly and halted on the 
brink of the abyss. 

The fall broke a water main and several 
telephone ‘wires. “Workmen quickly 
stopped the water main, but not until a 
quantity of water had poured in on the 
workers and the débris. Firemen and 
police were on the spot within a few 
minutes, and Army sappers were rushed 
to help in the work of extricating the 
men. —— Officials of the Embassy, 
whose new building is near, were the first 
to place their rooms at the disposal of the 
rescued workers. 


MINISTERS ON SCENE 


Dr. Goebbels, Minister of Propaganda, 
rushed to the scene, as did the Minister 
of the Interior, Dr. Frick, and the new 
Police President, Count Helldorf. Dr. 
Goebbels put his garden and the whole of 
his near by villa at the rescuers’ disposal. 

The rescuers worked all the afternoon 
in the blazing sunshine, digging in the 
sandy soil. and hauling on the heavy 
girders. As dusk fell more sappers were 
sent to the place. 

The excavations collapsed over a stretch 
of some 450 feet without any warning. 

To-night there bas AR to be no hopé for 
the 14 men buried. It is officially stated 
that clearance work will last at least 
another three days, in spite of all efforts 
to advance it. i

THEORIES AND 
FACTS 


The Times remarks to-day in a leading 
article:—An increase of membership im- 
parts a buoyancy of tone to the report 
which the General Council will submit to 
the Trades Union Congress next month. 
The trade unions are directly benefiting 
from the improved economic position of the 
country. Trade is better, empioyment is 
better. With reasonable satisfaction ‘the 
General Council refers to the great efforts 
of the unions to prevent any material re- 
duction in the general standards of life of 
the wage-earners in circumstances which 
made them vulnerable. The value of the 
unions in safeguarding the interests of the 
work-people is undoubted. but the General 
Council does not say all that might be 
said on the subject of maintaining wage 
rates and the purchasing power of the 
masses of the people. 

If employers, either individually or in 
their associations, were the unconscionable 
ogres they are represented to be in labour 
works of fiction, and sometimes in plat- 
form rhetoric, they could have used their 
economic advantage over the work-people 
to far greater effect in forcing wages down, 
and still farther down. They have in no 
industry done that. Rather they have, 
like the Government, pursued policies 
which have had for their object that main- 
tenance of the general standard of living. 
which has also been, as the General 
Council rightly says, the anxious concern 
of the unions. 

The conflict of interests between em- 
ployer and work-people, which is: the 
raison <d’étre of the unions, adds The 
Times, has scarcely arisen in industrial 
areas where employment is of a modern 
type, often in agreeable surroundings, and 
has welfare amenities added. Organisations 
which have espoused the theory of the class 
war and the irreconcilability of Labour and 
Capital do not harmonise with the facts 
of industry which come within the experi- 
ence of the workers in these new areas. 
It is, indeed, high time for the unions to 
re-examine the theory of the class war. 
There: has been opportunity since it was 
propounded of observing its logical develop- 
ment in two political systems. It has 

roduced Bolshevism, on the one hand, and 

ascism, on the other, and anany as are 
the variations between the two they have 
this in common—their way of eliminating 
the conflict of economic interests and class 
war js the suppression of liberty by dicta- 
torship. 

Neither in the report which the General 
Council makes this year, nor in preceding 
reports on Fascism and Dictatorship, has 
the Council probed far enough to find that 
one root of Fascism is a violent reaction 
from the economic disorganisation pro- 
duced by active class warfare. Whether, 
therefore, the class war is the spring of 
baic, as in Russia, or whether it has pro- 
duced the rebound of Fascism, as in Italy. 
the consequence is a ruthless repression of 
industrial and political liberty. A doctrine 
which leads to these results is at enmity 
with the SEC NEE of democracy, to which 
the Tra Union Congress affirms its 
continuing loyalty. The Congress cannot 
hold to the one without endangering the 
other.

Arrears in the water rates collection in.

Furthermore, 
arrears of meter water rate in Rathmines 
(West) and Pembroke areas, and the con- 
tract water rate in Rathmines (West), ap- 
peared to be higher than in other districts, 
and as compared with those for the 
previous year. Costs collectable in the 
enforcement of the payment of rates should 
be remitted in exceptional circumstances 
only, and such remissions should be duly 
confirmed by order of the City Manager.
